I went into the *ow and asked Butch, -tlie 
concession man. If he had seen the man come in. Butch said that he had been bugr 
and did not notice. Eutoh and I then checked the exits to see if any of thera had 
been opened. The exits were all closed and did not appear to have been opened. 
I then went back to the box office an;? told .Tulie to call -ae police. 1'*en the 
police arrived the show was stopped end the lifhts were tvimed on, A man in the 
middle section and about five or six rows of seats from t^e back stood up when the 
lipjits were tvimed on. An officer approached hisi and ha hit the officer and knocked 
him back.
